Orchestra Fetes Friends 


Philharmonic News 

Salzburg Invitation 

The Los Angeles Philharmonic has been 
invited to be a major participant in the 
1992 Salzburg Festival, becoming the 
first American orchestra to be in 
residence for both opera performances 
and symphony concerts at the 
prestigious Festival. The Philharmonic 
will take part in four performances of 
Messiaen's opera "St. Francois 
d'Assise" and will also be heard in a 
number of concerts. 

Esa-Pekka Salonen, who officially 
begins his tenure as the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic's Music Director in the fall 
of 1992, will conduct his orchestra at 
Salzburg in the new production of "St. 
Francoise d'Assise." 

In Los Angeles, Philharmonic Exec¬ 
utive Vice President and Managing 
Director Ernest Fleischmann said, 
"It is an extraordinary honor for the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic to be invited to 
be in residence at a festival that is un¬ 
questionably one of the most important 
in the world. Since its inauguration in 
1920, the Salzburg Festival has played 
host to many of the greatest musicians 
and orchestras from the international 
musical community - conductors such 
as Arturo Toscanini, Wilhelm 
Furtwaengler, Bruno Walter, and 
Herbert von Karajan, for many years 
the artistic director of the Festival, and 
ensembles ranging from the Vienna and 
Berlin Philharmonics, Amsterdam's 
Concertgebouw and the Dresden State 
Orchestra to the New York Philhar¬ 
monic and the Clevelend Orchestra. 
The Vienna Philharmonic, traditionally 
the Festival's resident orchestra, will 
again be in residence in the summer of 
1992. As in the past, some other leading 
orchestras will also be appearing, but 
to perform concerts only."^ 

New Appointment for Miller 

David Alan Miller, who has served as 
an Assistant Conductor of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic since July 1987, 
has been appointed the Orchestra's 
Associate Conductor beginning July 1, 
1990. Miller also continues to serve as 
Associate Director of the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic Institute, a post he has 
held for the past two years, a
